FOREWORD 


THE  collection  of  lustre  ware  and  other  faience  as- 
sembled chiefly  by  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Cramer  of  Phila- 
delphia, and  now  to  be  offered  at  public  sale  at  the 
American  Art  Galleries,  is  one  of  interest  and  of 
importance.  The  major  portion  of  the  pieces  were 
potted  in  the  eighteenth  century  by  masters  of  the  craft,  and  there 
is  just  a  sprinkling  of  the  work  of  the  early  nineteenth  century  pot- 
ters, done  before  the  creation  of  these  beautiful  objects  became 
a  lost  art.  The  early  masters  are  practically  all  represented, 
including  Wedgwood,  Whieldon,  Wood  &  Caldwell,  Austen  Dixon 
and  John  Ainsley. 

The  silver  resist  lustre  and  the  blue  jugs  (some  of  which  are 
heightened  with  additional  colors)  are  perhaps  the  most  note- 
worthy of  the  collection;  each  design  is  unique,  and  they  rep- 
resent examples  which  are  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to 
find.  The  purple  resist  lustre  includes  tea  services,  pitchers,  jugs, 
mugs,  bowls,  groups,  etc.,  a  number  of  which  are  done  in  inter- 
esting bas-relief  and  they  are  all  of  unquestionable  authenticity. 
The  tea  service  is  by  Sewell,  and  the  eighteenth  century  watch 
holder  in  this  group  has  probably  never  been  duplicated. 

The  splashed  or  marbleized  lustre  pieces  include  several  urns 
by  Wedgwood,  candlesticks,  goblets,  etc.,  and  with  their  artistic- 
blending  of  many  hues  and  tones  give  an  outstanding  touch  of 
color.  The  copper  lustre  is  of  the  finest;  the  use  of  other  colors 
in  resist  and  bas-relief,  and  the  unusual  shapes  of  the  vases,  goblets 
and  other  pieces  raise  it  above  the  usual  copper  lustre. 

The  Toby  jugs,  a  number  of  which  are  after  Whieldon,  are 
all  interesting  specimens,  true  eighteenth  century  examples,  which 
are  becoming  exceedingly  scarce.  To  round  out  the  collection 
there  is  a  group  of  eighteenth  century  Lowestoft,  a  number  of 
Staffordshire  and  Sunderland  pitchers,  punch  bowls,  mugs,  platters 
and  an  important  tea  service  made  for  use  in  the  American 
Colonies.
